QUANTEL TINIEST 
BIT IN UNIVERSE, 
SCIENTIST SAYS 


Offers New Theory for 
Matter, Space. 


Washington, D. €., April 27.—‘ The 
quantel,” the smallest known thing in 
the universe, was described to the Na- 
tional Academy of Sciences here today. 
Its discoverer is Dr. Irving Langmuir 
of the research laboratory of the Gen- 
eral Electric company. 

“The quantel,” he said, “has two 
parts, one negative and one positive. 
It is present everywhere in space, mov- 
ing in all directions with the velocity of 
light and capable qf passing through 
matter. 

“Quantels,” he declared, are what 
previously have been known as the 
“ether of space.” 

Offers Wide Field. 

Explaining that his conclusions lead 
to a new conception of energy, force, 
time, space, magnetism and all the 
general properties of matter, Dr. Lang- 
muir asserted that “space and time 
have a structure analogous to that of 
matter.” 


smallest theoretical division of matter 
and then with the development of 
‘electrical apparatus and its application 
to chemistry a smaller unit of matter 
was said to be the “electron.” The 
“quantel” is declared to be a finer 
unit of matter than an “ electron.” 

“The structure of everything that 
is,” can be built up out of his con- 
ception of the quantel, Dr. Langmuir 
said. The theory, he holds, explains 
all of the mysterious relationships 
heretofore known to exist between 
spectral lines. 

Offers Theory of Light. 

His observations also .demonstrated 
a new principle, Dr. Langmuir de- 
clared, that leads to the deduction that 
light proceeds in straight lines from 
each atom to a fixed object. 
The theory, which other members of 
the academy admitted was “ over their 
heads,” was based, Dr. Langmuir said, 
on the theories of several other scien- 
tists. His experiments were predicated 
on the Einstein theory. 
An official of the academy said Dr.

New Weather Forecasts.

Gen. George A. Squier, chief of 
the army signal corps, predicted that 
expensive heavy insulated land and 
submarine cables would be replaced by 
single bare wires, over which telephone 
and telegraph messages would be sent 
at the same time. 
He said army tests over short dis- 
tances had shown this to be feasible. 

Briton, Hoover Honored. : 
The Henry Draper gold medal, 
awarded to Alfred Fowler of the Im- 
perial college, England, for “ researches 
in celestial and laboratory spectro- 
scopy,” was presented to Sir Auckland 
Geddes, British ambassador, in behalf 
of the recipient tonight at the annual 
dinner of the society. 

Announcement was made at the 
game time of the award to Herbert 
Hoover of the Academy medal for emi- 
nence in the application of science to 
the public welfare. 

The new British envoy in replying 
to the society said: 

“We know how much a feeling of 
national superiority contributed to the 
falling of the great calamity upon the 
world in 1914. There can be, therefore, 
no man here tonight who does not 
welcome the recognition of equality 
of international intellectual power.”

FRANCE JOINS 
CURBING JAPS’ 
LOAN AMBITION 


LONDON, April 27.—A definite step 
was taken today in the negotiations 
for a loan to China by groups of finan- 
ciers of the United States, England, 
France, and Japan when France for- 
mally notified Great Britain that it 
would join this country and the United 
States in declining to acquiesce in the 
special treatment Japan asked for 
itself. 

Japan wants certain railroad eonces- 
sions which the other three countries 
are unwilling to grant. 

When the proposition was first taken 
up. by financiers in Paris almost a year 
ago it was tentatively agreed that the 
loan should be secured by the lenders 
taking over China’s railroads. 

Later Japan presented reservations, 
declaring that it would join only if 
allowed to’control many strategic rail- 
roads in southern Mongolia and cen- 
tral Manchuria. 

When the great powers rejected this 
Japan reduced the number of lines it 
wanted to control, those most desired 
being in Japan’s hands now. 

The amount of the first loan, ac- 
cording to an interested financier, 
would be £4,000,000 to £5,000,000,

LONDON, April 27.— Had Admiral 
Beatty been allowed to follow and to 
smash the German fleet at the battle 
of Jutland, the war would have been 
over nearly two years sooner, is the 
jopinion of Commander Bellairs.

BERLIN, April 27.—In reply to the 
French charges that Germany has 
been concealing war material, foster- 
ing militarism, and refusing to comply 
with the disarmment obligations, the 
reichswehr ministry publishes the fig- 
ures of the amounts of war material 


destroyed. 

The work was done chiefly prior to 
Jan. 5. The totals follow: 4,100 can- 
non, 13,400 gun barrels, 7,800 gun car- 
riages, 3,000,000 shells, 25,000,000 fuses, 
16,000 kilograms powder and explos- 
ives, 10,000,000 empty shells,.

It is not, in fact, a uhion of churches, 
but a union of efforts, an agreement 
that under the directing and codrdi- 
nating agency of the interchurch or- 
ganization, the participating denomina- 
tions shall work in harmony in the in- 1 
terests of efficiency and economy in 
the general work of organized religion. 
For that purpose they are seeking to 
raise in Chicago this week a total com- 
munity fund of $4,892,153, which is Chi- 
cago’s quota of the $336,777,572 that is 
to be raised throughout the nation. 


There is much work at hand for the 
churches to do.

Japan is on the make, but safely on the make. 
The wars with China, Russia, and Germany were 
timed to get the advantages which Japan needed 
and they were accurately timed. Japan has For- 
mosa, Corea, Shantung, and is getting Siberia. It 
wants Hawaii, could use the Philippines, and needs 
control of the Pacific. 

When contro] has been obtained and when Japan 
has room enough for colonists and has richer agri- 
cultural and mineral lands, then Japanese life will 
be easier. As a powerful nation it can assert its 
right to raise the standard of living for Japanese 
and get more food for them. A great nation does 
not want a skimp diet of fish and one cereal. 

The United States offers provocation. It has 
discri inatory laws. It does not ‘want the Japa- 
nese in its schools, on its farms, or in competition 
with ite people. It objects every time the Japa- 
nese take anything they can get. The British can 
take Persians and Mesopotamians and the French 
can take Syrians and North Africans, and Ameri- 
eans do not protest, but if the Japanese take Core- 
ans, Chinese, or Siberians, the United States does 
object. 

Japan has more need of Shantung than Great 
Britain has of Egypt. It has more need of Siberia 
than France has of Morocco. An Ge 

eah go any place in the world. The French have 
all they can do to produce enough people for 
France. The Japanese are crowded and they find 
a white man’s laws and prejudices and necessi- 
ties stopping them if they try to go anywhere 
without first Sending an army. 

The United States, a real obstacle in their de- 
velopment, not only shutting its own lands to 
them but objecting to their going elsewhere, has 
naval stations, forts, and possessions along the 
outskirts of their domain. We would be restiess 
with Japanese naval bases and forts as close to 
us as our naval bases and forts are close to Japan. 

Many things must indicate to the Japanese that 
their prospects include the probability of a war 
with the United States. The question is, will it be 

‘advantageous? Is it advisable? When will it be 
: timely? When will it promise success? 

It could not be advisable and it could not prom- 
ise success if the United States had a navy and 
army. In 1918 no Japanese would have thought 
of war with the United States. In 1920 the United 
States has no army and it has divided its navy. 
The Japanese will wait. If that naval policy con- 
tinues it is the policy which Japan would have 
wished the United States to adopt. 


If the probabil- 
ity is real enough and disagreeable enough the 


The division of the American navy, with a fleet 
in the Pacific and a fleet in the Atlantic, is a de- 
parture from sound naval strategy which must 
make an impression in Japan. It is a violation 
of the common rules of security and effectiveness.

It places the navy in a self-created weakness which 
it might be the supreme effort of an enemy to 
bring about. 

Secretary Daniels has done what the Japanese 
high command would maneuver to do. He has 
produced two fleets, each inferior to the Japanese 
and each subject to all the incidents and accidents 
which might prevent reunion in time of danger. 

A rational American would hesitate before giv- 
ing this hostage to Japanese purposes. If any- 
thing were to happen to the Panama canal our 
divided fleet is too weak for its task. 

We have divided our fleet and demobilized our 
army. Japanese observation of American policies 
finds that the United States is lending itself per- 
fectly to Japanese purposes. We continue our 
pressure On Japan. We throw away our defenses. 

In 1914 a general European war was an impos- 
sibility to our illusioned citizens. In 1916 our par- 
icipation in it was an impossibility. Now in 1920 
war with Japan is an impossibility to them. We 
are calamity howlers because we admit the realis- 
tie possibilities and probabilities. They are pos- 

sibilities and probabilities because our happy go 

lucky citizens will not take precautions. 
They would roar with a dangerous rage if the 
_ Japanese took the Philippines and Hawaii. They 
would urge a war to get them back, but they 
will not consent that the United States be strong 


enough to prevent a war.

By 
having many elections and many offices filled by 
election it becomes next to impossible for a great 
mass of citizens to spend enough time investi- 
gating the fitness of an army of candidates so as to 
choose wisely. 

This is clear enough in our experience. But the 
public, too, have a liking for the dramatic side of 
politics, the sporting side, and are taken im by the 
argument that we must keep control of our officials 
by electing them. | 

The opposite result, as we have said, is the fact. 
If we have too many elections, we don't attend 
them. If we have too many officials to elect, we 
can’t pick them. They are picked for us by the 
political organizations and our freedom to. judge 
and choose is not real. The only machinery we will 
or can control must be simple. We must have 
certain leading officials to choose and then hold 
them to accountability for good government. This 
is real self-government. A complicated scheme 
is only government by an organization which gives 
all its time and effort to running it. _ fr 

Against the short ballot aj! existing elected job- 
holders and the professional politicians, who devote 
all their time to politics and wish to keep its ma- 
chinery in their own control will inevitably use 
their influence. Very few men in public life are 
sufficiently disinterested to take the side of reform 
which weakens machine politics, increases account- 
ability, and may offend the class of citizens who 
think that the more times they vote and the more 
officials they vote for the more “ popular” our 
government must be. 
Nevertheless, in the long run, the claims of good 
government, we trust, will impose themselves upon 
our political thought. If we get little or no simpli- 
fication through the new constitution we may still 
hope that gradually the true principles of real 
popular control and efficient government will Ye- 
veal themselves to the people and will find expres- 
sion in our system in spite of interested opposition. 


BONUSES AT THE EXPENSE OF 
| PANIC. 
The bonus to soldiers would be anything but a 
benefit to them if it were givem at the expense of 
a financial panic and widespread bankruptcy. 
But panic and bankruptcy would be the result 
of the imposition of the 80 per cent retroactive war 
profits tax advocated by certain Democrats and 
“insurgent Republicans in the house. 
Incomes and profits since 1917 have been dis- 
posed of throughout the country, after paying the 
heavy taxes hitherto exacted. They have been 
invested and reinvested and commitments made 
upon them. To subject them at this time to an- 
other heavy tax would throw :the whole financial 
and business organization of the country into dis- 
astrous confusion and every one would suffer 
severely from the consequences, including the sol- 
diers, who thus would be hurt, not helped.

THE FARM PROFITEERS. 
{Moline Daily Dispatch.] 

The farmers afe getting restive under repeated 
charges of “profiteering,” and are producing facts 
and figures tending to prove that they are not making 
fortunes out of the necessity of city folk—that, in 


having made more money than usual for a couple 
of years during the war, while prices of foodstuffs 
were rising and their own expenses had not yet risen 
accordingly. But that time is past. Today nearly 
everything the farmer buys seems to have gone up 
about as much as his own products have, and his pro- 
duction is hampered by inability to get heip. 

These facts are sustained by investigations made by 
the United States department of agriculture. A par- 
ticularly thorough inquiry has been made in the essen- 
tially agricultural state of Iowa, to see whether the 
charges of profiteering there wéré justified. Attention 
had been attracted to Iowa because of the land specu- 
lation there. 

It was found that outside reports of land prices 
and farmers’ profits were greatly exaggerated. It 
has been said that land “ formerly selling at $30 an 
acre” has gone up to $500 or more an acre, with the 
farmers reaping a profit on their products sufficient 
to make good this “inflated capitalization.” The 
federal investigators find that land has not sold any- 
where near $30 an acre for thirty years; that the 
average selling price of good Iowa farm land now is 
not more than $250 to $275 an acre; that the profits 
of speculation have been made mostly by city people; 
and that as a general proposition, the higher Values 
merely mean higher taxes for the farmer to pay. 

The average net income a large number of Iowa 
farms for 1918, which was a “good year,” was $3,480, 
Allowing 5 per cent for interest on the investment in 
land and equipment at prices prevailing before the 
recent speculative boom, the department finds that the 
average farmer in the richest part of Iowa had left 
only $1,124 to pay for his own labor and the risk of 
the business.

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TYPHOID FEVER IN IOWA. 
YPHOID fever in Iowa ison the de- 
cline. Hach year the people of that 
State suffer less from that disease. 
The disease decreased 50 per cent 
between 1905 and 1916. 
during the twelve years succeeding 1916 
would bring the rate down to the level 
of that of the large cities of the country. 
A study madé by Levine and Middle- 
ton shows that typhoid in the rural dis- 
tricts commences to increase in April 
and reaches its height in September. In 
these sections the disease is spread by 
files and by people who have the disease. 
If the people in these districts could 
lessen the number of filles and keep them 
away from the milk and the food gen- 
erally they would not have much ty- 
phoid. | 
If they could see that every case of 
typhoid fever was well nursed, the ex- 
cretions sterilized or destroyed, the 
hands of the caretakers properly washed 
and all flies excluded from the sick room 


| the disease would be further decreased. 


In the cities of Iowa the range of ty- 
phoid throughout the year differs some- 
what from that of the country districts. 
The disease commences to increase in 
April. It rises rapidly in the summer, 
but declines in the early fall. A later 
rise brings the disease to its maximum in 
December. Wherever the high mark of 
typhoid fever is reached in December it 
is reasonably certain that water and 
milk are the chief agencies by which the 
disease is spread. ey 

Some authorities designate as rural 
people all those who live in towns of 10,- 
000 or less as well as those who live in 
the country. Others draw the line at 
towns of 8,000. The Iowa people think 
the line should be drawn at 600, all peo- 


| ple living in places lafger than that being 


designated as urban people. 

Another suggestion is that whenever 
a community incorporates its people 
thereafter should be classed as urban. 

Another suggestion, and one that seems 
to me a good one, is that whenever a 
town has water works and sewers the 
people thereof should be classed as 
urban. Classifying as urban all those 
who live in incorporated towns with more 
than 500 inhabitants Levine and Middle- 
ton are of the opinion that there is much 
more typhoid fever in the cities than in 
the country. | 

The statement of Levine and Middleton 
that typhoid in Iowa is an urban disease 
is not in contradiction to the generally 
heard statement that it is a rural dis- 
ease. The apparent contradiction is due 
to the different levels at which the divid- 
ing line is put. They would all agree 
that the smaller cities now have most 
typhoid and that the truly ‘rural com- 
munities are not as free from it as the 
better large cities.

Chicago, April 23.—{Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—Your editorial of about a month 
ago with regard to the growing conges- 
tion in loop streets and your suggestion 
about one-way streets would undoubtedly 
help materially. 

It has occurred to mé, however, that 
a plan offering more permanent résults 
would be as follows: | 
Eliminate the sidewalks from the 
streets altogether. Do this by extending 
the sidewalks under the buildings along 
the street for their present width, shop 
wihdows, of course, to face on these cov- 
ered facades. This would practically. 
double the width of the streets so im- 
proved and permit probably two more 
lines of traffic going in each direction. 
The building to be cut away only for 
the ground floor and supported by col- 
umns along the new curb line, which 
would be the present building line. The 
ground floor of the buiiding on the street 
s0 improved would of course be open to 
the street except for the columns support- 
ing the building and back the width of 
the sidewalk to the store fronts. This 
plan, besides offering a permanent relief 
to traffic congestion, gives a sheltered 
walk to pedestrians, particularly attrac- 
tive in inclement weather. The plan 
would not be expensive when its results 
are considered.

The English holding com- 
pany was capitalized at £852,500, of 
which £183,458 is held in the United 
States: The American shares were 
held by the Illinois Trust and Savings 
bank. The bank sent notice to the 
stockholders yesterday that the assets 
of the English company have been sold 
and that liquidating dividends will be 
declared, estimating that the first of 
such dividends will be paid at the rate 
of not less than $3.79% per English 
pound on the stock. 

Rises in Brewing Industry. 
Through his present purchase Mr. 
Landsberg becomes owner of 2!l the 
stock of the constituent brewing com- 
panies and one of the largest individ- 
ual stockholders of brewery properties 
in the United States. Thirty-five years 
ago he entered the,employ of the Mich- 
ael Brand Brewing company in a minor 
capacity. This company subsequently 
became a part of the United States 
Brewing company. Through successive 
promotions Mr. Landsberg rose to the 
presidency of the company in 1912, 
succeeding the late Rudolf Brand. 


BUILDING LOANS | 
NOT SHUT OFF, 
BANKS ASSERT 


Some apprehension was caused yes- 
terday by a report that Chicago banks 
had shut off real eatate and building 
loans, which, if true, would tend to 
bring all building projects in the city 
to a standstill within a few weeks. 

The report was denied by bankers, 
although they said they were restrict- 
ing such loans because of the tight- 
ness of money, and because there are 


many good investments offered at 7 
per cent, whereas a building loan pays 
less—from 56 to 6 per cent—to the in- 
vesfor. 

“That such a report should have 
come out is not surprising,” said Jo- 
seph E. Otis of the Central cent faves 


“There are so many 7 per cent Invest- 
ments that we naturally must slow 
on these loans which, at best, offer but 
6 per cent. We have not shut down 
on these loans, but cutting down on 
them as much as possible.” 

Cc. E. Estes of the Merchants’ Loan 
and Trust company said: “ We are re- 
stricting our building and real estate 
loans, but we are not stopping them, 
and, as far as I know, there is no con- 
certed action even towards curtail- 
ment.” 

Mark Levy, real estate man, said: 
“Most banks, as well as mortgage 
loan houses, have a great amount of 
unsold mortgage bonds on hand. The 
banks have been shutting down on col- 
lateral loans to mortgage loan houses 
at the request of the Chicago Federal 
Reserve bank, because Chicago banks 
now owe it approximately $400,000,000, 
or about double the normal amount.”
